The fact of the matter is that when 
Egypt ceased to be an autonomous prov- 
ince of' the Ottoman empire and be- 
came a protectorate of the British 
crown there were, strictly speaking, no 
princes in Egypt. The title of prince is 
one accorded by courtesy in Turkey to 
the sons of sultans and restricted ex- 
clusively to them. 

The men of the khedivial family were 
not princes, but were restricted by the 
sublime porte, to which they were sub- 
ject, to the purely honorary titles of 
pasha or of bey, the title of bey, equiva- 
lent to that of colonel, being conceded 
to the grandsons of the rulers of Egypt 
just as it is to the sons of ordinary 
pashas. Mrs. Turner’s second 


Toussoun Bey, son of Toussoun Pasha, 
and not Prince Said Toussoun.

elevation. Today she talks of big things 
preparatory to putting them off. Wit- 
ness ten years of subway talk and noth- 
ing done, 

Chicago's further growth depends on 
city transportation development. Trans- 
portation development, limited by the 
loop, has about reached its limit. Fur- 
ther expansion depends on the building 
of.subways and can amount to nothing 
without them. 

If capital for subways can’t be had 
short of fifty year grants then this town 
must choose between stagnation and 
fifty year grants unless it can build the 
needed subways itself. And it can’t bor- 
row the money to do that. 

Properly drawn and carefully safe- 
guarded, fifty year ts are less ob- 
Jectionable than a city stagnant for lack 
of them. 

It looks as if the choice between the 
two would have to be made; the part- 
ing of the ways is not far off. 

“Capitalism” may be highly objec- 
tionable, but until we have found a sub- 
stitute for it we must make terms with 
it if ye would have those things, desir- 
able and necessary, which it alone can 
bring us. And capital seeks, not 80 


investments. Which may mean fifty 
year grants. | 

All of this is as plain as print,“ but 
opaqueness and complacent stupidity 
are forces to be reckoned with in Chi- 
cago. When the fifty year question goes 
to a referendum here, like as not it will 
be knocked out. \ 

Then Detroit and Cleveland and Akron 
and various other aspiring communities 
can sit back and chuckle over Chicago's 
blind folly and their own improved 
prospects for an indefinitely prolonged 
period.
